WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The state de- 
partment is informed by United States Con- 
sular Agent Eibenstock that valuable min- 
eral treasures have recently been discov- 
efed in Palestine and that it Is safe to say 
the industrial awakening of the Holy Land 
is no longer a dream. He says it is true 
that the greater part of the.once flourish- 
ing country is a barren desert, the lines of 
communication are miserable and traffic is 
unsafe aside from the one railroad from 
Yafa to Jerusalem. Mr. Harris says iha 
the newly discovered mineral deposits lie 
on both sides of the Jordan and the Dead 
Sea. The.salt deposits of the Dead Sea also 

could be@@developed into an industry. 

The consul considers phosphate the most 
important of all deposits, and says the im- 
mense fields of that mineral to the east and 
west of the Jordan need only better means 
of traffic and communication In order to in- 
sure their development. This, it would 
seem, is not far distant, as the Turkish 
government is planning a continuation of 
the Yafa-Jerusalem Rallroad, and steam- 
boats are already plying the Dead Sea.

Evauston Man’s Novel Plan 
to. Reduce Prices. 
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SOLD HIS OWN VEGETABLES 


FOR THE SAKE OF HUMANITY HE 
PUT HIS PRICES BELOW THE 
GROCERS’. 


The Indignant Merchants Had Him 
Arrested and He Was Forced to 
Take Out a Regular 
License. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Although he is worth 
$500,000 and lives in a mansion on fashion- 
able Sheridan road, C. J. Currier of Evans- 
ton has turned peddler of fruits and vege- 
tables. Mr. Currier is not striving to add to 
his wealth, however. His venture is due to | 
philanthropic motives. He is disgusted, he | 
says, because the people of his town are’| 
forced to pay exorbitant prices for their | 
green groceries. Nevertheless, Mr. Currier 
was arrested yesterday morning for ped- 
dling without a license. 

There was mild consternation among the 
housewives of Evanston yesterday when he 
drove down the shady avenues of the town 
with his load of fruits and vegetables. He 
did not -aise his voice to cry his wares, 
but he attracted attention by other means. 

A dcep-toned bell rang and jangled as 
the wagon passed slowly down the streets 
The bell was not discordant; neither did it 
jangle so loudly as to cause annoyance, but 
its notes were near!yv drowned in shrill ex- 
clamations of surprise as the housekeepers 
of the town watched the wagon slowly jolt- 
ing along. 

Drives Bargains 

With Housewives. 

Even though he was not in the business 
for the money to be derived from it, Mr. 
Currler drove bargains with chattering 
housewives in much the same manner as 
other peddlers. He found little difficulty, 
however, in the matter of price. for his 
charges were far below any thing the house- 
keepers of the town had been paying since 

paying 

the summer began. 

_ ‘There was not the usual excuse forthcom- 
ing from the unique peddler that the drouth 
had raised the prices. The usual apology 
for exorbitant charges because of the scar- 
city of certain vegetables was also ab- 
sent. 

“_ have — some nice vegetables, Mrs. 
Jones,’’ said the millionaire peddiler as he 
climbed out of his wagon. “My fruit this 
morning 18 especially fine, too. Here are 
some fine raspberries that I can recom- 
mend. rl let you have ‘em for 15 cents a 
quart. The grocers will charge you 20 cents 
and their fruit is not half as good. 

W ant muskmelons? I'll let you have 
four for % cents. They are osages and I’! 
guarantee them to be sweet and sound. 
have nice watermelons, too. at 15 and 
cents, and better melons you never ate 
Peaches? I have some here that are beau- 
ties. Right from Michigan, and you can 
have a half-bushel for 40 cents.” 


He Drove a 

Brisk Business. 

For two or three hours Mr. Currier did a 
thriving business. Then the grocers of 
Evanston arose in arms and in a body 
marched to the police station. 


“We want this man Currier arrested.” 
they said, and a warrant for his arrest was 
sworn out. A half hour later Officer Spieg- 
ler found his man measuring out a peck of 
early rose potatoes at the back door of a 
residence. Together with Officer Spiegler 
Mr. Currier climbed {nto his wagon among 
his green corn and potatoes and blushing 
beets and melons and drove to the station. 

Then the gentleman peddler was hauled 
before the desk officer. The latter, Seregt. 
Waldron, eyed the prisoner, who did not 
look as dangerous, and then began 
plying him with questions. Before the in- 
quisitor had proceed very far, however, 
Mr. Currier burst out into an impassioned 
appeal for liberty, occasionally stopping 
long enough to arraign the Evanston gro- 
cers for overcharging the people of the 
town. 

“Why should I be arrested, Mr. Serge- 
ant?’ he demanded. “I, a peaceable, law- 
— citizen, who am endeavoring to pre- 
vent the grocers of Evanston from charg- 
ing unreasonable prices for their goods? 
You have no business to bring me into your 
station. I am trying to reduce the prices 
of fruits and vegetables in this town and 
Il am doing it for the welfare of my fellow 
citizens. 

“If I can furnish my neighbors with 
commodities I believe that I should do so 
and I feel that I am not violating any law 
or ordinance tn so doing. I am inaugurat- 
ing a reform that will work good, and it 
is not right that I should be prevented 
from carrying on the work.” 
Warr.ed to 

Get License. 

It was with difficulty that the sergeant 
secured the name and address of the pris- 
oner. He was told that in peddling with- 
out a license he was violating a city ordl- 
nance and that if he desired to wage his 
crusade against the grocers he would have 
to pay into the city treasury the price of 
a permit to continue the work. Finaily, 
after insisting upon his release on bond, 
which was refused, Mr. Currier visited the 
city clerk's office and paid $12.10, for which 
he received a peddler’s license good for 
three months, in addition to two tags for 
his wagon. ‘Then he was released. 

Mr. Currier amassed his wealth in farm- 
ing. He is reputed to be worth between 
$450,000 and $500,000. He is the owner of sev- 
eral farms near Evanston and from these 
farms he secures the fruit and vegetables 
that he peddles from house to house. If he 
attempts to dispose of his wares today 
without plac'ng the tags on his wagon the 
police say they will arrest hmi.

OUR DISTINGUISHED DOGCATCAER. 


From Colorado Springs comes the news that Vice-President 
Roosevelt has gone on a three days’ chase after coyotes. 

The coyote is a species of wild dog (canis latrans), a little 
bit of .a beast, averaging less in size than most of our town 
dogs, and withgless ferocity than many of the species. Tse 
farmer kills the coyote at sight, but does so as he kills ver- 
min—because he must. He finds no honor in it. It is dog 
catchers’ work. 

When the news reaches Europe that “Teddy” has mounted 
his steed and gone to chasing coyotes, he will win added fame. 
To the average European the coyote is a terrible creature, only 
a little inferior to the great Russian wolf. But we know bet- 
ter. Having slain the grizzlies, the lions and the wolves, the 
strenuous Vice-President is reduced to coyotes. When the 
_ coyotes disappear, what then—field mice? 
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A proclamation has been issued in the Philippines giving as-

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UNION STATION ROBBERS. 


The robbing of a poor Kentucky farmer near Union Sta- 
tion of all his savings on Tuesday again calls attention to 
the gang of thieves and confidence men who infest the sta- 
tion and lie in wait for the unwary. 

Tuesday's victim was guilty of an act of folly in display- 
ing among strangers a roll of bills, but that does not justify 
his robbery. It does not explain the fact that the thief 
who robbed him approached him in the Union Station, where 
the scheme should have been nipped by a police officer or de- 
tective. 

The robberies around the station are committed by men 
who infest that region and it is a reflection on the police de- 
partment that they are permitted to do so. They should be 


y Cleaned out forthwith and kept out if it takes a detachment 


of police and detectives to accomplish this end.

Louis.

The Matin on the contrary denounces this as a base cal- 
umny and says the Chicagoese are among the most refined 
people and show remarkable tendencies to eclipse even the 
French in point of dressing.

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CONCILIATION NECESSARY. 


Arbitration having been declined and conferences having 
failed to stop the gteel strike, the only method left for a 
peaceful settlement is through conciliation, the reconciling 
and bringing together of those who are at variance. 

The wish of the public is to avert the strike and prevent its 
inevitable disaster and demoralization and possible disorder. 

The strike is not over wages or hours. The union scale 
has been accepted. It is not over the right of labor to unite, 
which is Just as clear and as vital as the right of capital to 
combine. It is not anything that labor has suffered or with 
which it is openly threatened. It is an anticipated wrong, 
a possible injury. Could there be a clearer field than this for 
conciliation? A few reassuring words from President Schwab 
guaranteeing that men will not be discharged for connection 
with the strike and the right to free organization without 
compulsion would open the way to a settlement. 

Surely there is nothing here to prevent, but everything to 
;encourage, a peaceful settlement through counsel, concilia- 
tion and compromise. 
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Senator Cullom thinks it will be wise for Congress to ratify 
some of the ten reciprocity treaties. How this is to be done 
without ceasing to protect some “infant’’ industries, Senator 
Cullom does not say. Is one industry to be “ruined” for the 
enefit of another? 
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MONSIEUR ETIQUETTE. 


The saying that the King or Queen of Great Britain reigns 
but does not rule is vividly confirmed by the six months’ 
reign of Edward VII. 

Theoretically Mdward VII is the source of all authority in 
the United Kingdom, the fountain of honor, the ruler of a 
great nation. 

As a matter of fact, he is Monsieur Etiquette. Forbidden 
by public sentiment to take any part in political affairs, and 
devoid of imagination and taste, he is unable to enjoy the 
society of poets, philosophers and men of science. He is shut 
up by his own dullness within the circle of court interests, 
and busies himself with questions of ceremony. 

The London correspondent of the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
tells a bright story of this dull life. Royal only in name, the 
poor King yet tries to deceive himself by playing the autocrat 
in matters of etiquette. He lays down the rules touching 
méurning, the kissing of hands, the proper style of the 
Queen, bows, courtesies and all sorts of genuflexions. 

It seems an unhappy lot, but probably the King is satis- 
fied. A man in a position so conspicuous can do much real 
work if he has the capacity, and a man of capacity would 
find life.an intolerable bore without work. That Edward VII 
is intensely interested in etiquette is evidence enough that he 
has no talent for anything better.

Craig's life, both in 
in St. Joseph and in 
cumstances in St. Louis, was 
Bohemian.

During one of his many extended visits 
to New York he became an admirer of 
Julia Marlowe, to whom he sent many 
expensive bouquets. He was an admirer 
of Col. Robert Ingersoll, and entertained 
the great agnostic whenever he visited St. 
Joseph. 

In St. Joseph, which was his native city. 
Craig was known as a daring investor and 
promoter. Even for the ‘“‘boom"’ days, in 
which he enjoyed his greatest prosperity, 
many of his plans were elaborate to the 
point of fancifulness. 

He spent money freely, and 
profits which some of his more successful 
schemes netted were swallowed up in the 
losses resultng from other ventures and in 
the entertainment of friends. 

Craig was nominated in 1890 by the Dem- 
ocrats for mayor, and was believed for a 
time to have excellent chances of election, 
The charge that he was a ‘“‘New Yorker” 
was emphasized by the opposition and this 
is believed to have cost him the election. 

After the fortune which had been Iinher- 
ited from his father, the late Gen. James 
Craig, a former Congressman, had been dis 
sipated, Craig took up his abode tn St. 
Louis. living at different points in the 
neighborhood of Jcfferson avenue and Mar- 
ket street 

His manner was at all times polite to the 
point of effusiveness. He had a notable col-
